For  the  purpose  of  che<klng  the  Do- 
minion correspondents'  returns,  all  offl- 
clals  of  this  Dejiartmeut  will  also  sub- 
mit reports  obtained  In  their  respective 
districts  during  September,  October,  and 
November,  1017.  and  January.  1018. 
These  will  oe  communicated  to  Ottawa 
and  the  resulting  average  figure  be 
adopted. 

Such  a  plan  should  result  In  very  re- 
liable data,  and  these,  being  frequently 
available,  will  serve  to  leep  farmers 
and  the  general  public  In  close  touch 
with  agricultural  conditions  at  a  time 
when  such  Information  will  prove  most 
beneflclnl  to  the  farmers  In  particular. 

The  question  Is  often  brought  up  by 
the  farmer  as  to  the  wlwdnm  of  making 
known  such  timely  Information,  the  fear 
being  that  large  buyers  and  middlemen 
will  manipulate  to  the  detriment  of  the 
producers. 


It  !■  dMitred  to  ttrongly  Imprew  upon 
the  producers  that  nil  suoeetsful  buyer* 
and  middlemen  make  It  a  part  of  their 
buslnesa  to  first  thoroughly  Bc(|ualnt 
themM'lvea  with  supply  and  mndltlona 
In  the  dllTerpiit  districts,  and  generally 
know  more  about  the  situation  than  the 
pr<Hluc(>rs  do  themselveti,  who  In  the 
Hr>rt  place  are  wholly  oe«-upled  on  the 
farm,  and  In  the  aecoud  platv  do  not  or 
ennnot  s|>cnd  the  money  ueceisary  to 
make  a  survey.  Kven  If  such  a  survey 
were  iNMslble  In  lot-nl  sections.  It  must 
l>e  iKirne  lu  mind  that  conditions  which 
alTwt  local  prices  often  cover  a  very 
wide  range,  so  that  the  Individual  pro- 
duc«<rs  must  not  only  know  conditions  In 
hlH  own  particular  dlhtrlct,  but  thoae  in 
the  whole  I'rovliu>e,  aid  even  In  all 
other  I'rovlnces  and  countries  of  the 
world.  Just  so  long  as  those  farmers 
who  withhold  Individual  data  are  un- 
willing to  co-oiH-rnte  In  making  (losslble 
the  fullest  general  Information,  Just  so 
long  will  they  l)e,  to  n  corresponding 
degree,  at  the  mercy  of  many  unscrupu- 
lous manipulators  of  the. market. 

War  Makes  OlfTarenoe. 

War  demands  have  also  made  It  vastly 
Important  that  the  sujiply  of  food  pro<l- 
iicts  be  known  at  all  times,  and  our 
Allies  look  to  all  producers  for  their  co- 
operation In  supplying  such  data,  not- 
withstanding any  commercial  aspect. 

Following  will  be  found  extracts  from 
the  July  Issue  of  the  "  Monthly  Bulletin 
of  Agricultural  Statistics"  (formerly 
Issued  as  the  "Census  and  Statistics 
Monthly"),  published  at  Ottawa. 

This  bulletin  not  only  contains  Infor- 
mation relating  to  crops  in  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada,  but  brief  reports 
from  the  International  Institute  of  Agri- 
culture, Home,  which  was  founded  In 
1005  for  the  punwse  of  collecting  and 
publishing  official  Information  relating 
to  crops  and  crop  conditions  the  world 
over. 

Agriculturists  in  this  Province  would

The 
areas  shown  show  a  decrease  of  over 
3,N,'V;,000  acres  as  comparnl  with  lOltt, 
Mug  cmiisihI  by  uiifavournblc  weather 
from  the  previous  autumn  to  spring. 
The  seriousness  of  the  situation  caused 
by  the  d«xreiisc  shown  above  Is  still 
more  npimrent  from  a  statement  that 
the  total  de<'reaKe  In  the  areas  under 
these  cereals  I*,8,tMS,710  acres,  as  com- 
pared  with  the  areas  of  the  i>re-war  har- 
vest of  1014,  not  counting  the  territory 
occupletl  by  the  enemy. 

Russia. 

Tlie  Trade  and  Industrial  Gazette  has 
published  the  following  rei>ort  on  crop 
conditions  In  central  and  southern  Rus- 
sia on  May  2Tth  (O.S.)  :  "The  condi- 
tion of  the  crops  Is  generally  favour- 
able. Winter  wheat  shows  generally 
satisfactory  condition,  being  good  In 
parts  of  the  south,  southwest.  North 
Caucasus,  and  central  governments;  the 
crop  Is  unsatisfactory  in  parts  of  the 
Don  Territory,  Little  Russia,  Middle 
Volga,  and  the  north-west.  Tlie  rye- 
crop  Is  generally  above  the  average; 
this  croj)  Is  good  In  parts  of  the  sc  Uh- 
wcst,  centre,  and  south,  in  North  (  lu- 
casHs  and  Trans-Volga,  but  It  Is  unsat- 
isfactory In  Poltava  and  the  north-west. 
Spring  crops  are  generally  satisfactory, 
being  good  In  the  greater  part  of  the 
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■onih-WMlrrn  Don  rvgton.  n\m>  In  parti 
uf  the  toutb  wtHit.  Mttio  ItuMla,  and 
i-entral  gorrntroriita.  Hprliig  rra|M  ara 
unMtlafaitorjr  In  part*  of  tba  rratr* 
and  north -WMt.  In  many  tocalKlta 
thsra  li  now  a  want  of  rain.  Broom- 
l«ll*B  Com  Trade  Newa  of  Juna  Mth 
r<>|iorta  that  fnvtjurabta  acrounti  ot  crop
